There  is  not  one  college  or  university  that  leads  a  life  so 
secluded  that  the  outside  community  is  never  involved  with 
the  student  body  and  faculty,  for  the  town  and  college 
communities  should  work  together  in  a  peaceful  bond. 
Denison  is  a  prime  example  of  such  a  bond. 

Denison  students  may  definitely  get  on  the  nerves  of  indi- 
vidual residents  by  playing  loud  music  or  having  wild  par- 
ties, but  on  the  whole  Denison's  students  and  faculty  contri- 
bute far  more  to  the  town  of  Granville  than  not. 

Ten  percent  of  our  student  body  volunteer  to  help  the 
community  in  a  non-credit  program.  Such  programs  include 
Shelter,  Boy  Scouts,  Buckeye  Youth  Center,  Centre 
School,  county  home.  Crisis  Center,  psychiatric  hospital, 
tutoring,  swimming,  and  coaching.  Students  involved  in 
these  programs  are  trained  and  then  work  with  the  needy  in 
the  county. 

The  students  aren't  the  only  ones,  though,  that  are  aware 
of  Licking  County's  needs,  for  the  faculty  also  contribute  to 
the  town  politics,  religious  groups,  and  local  volunteer 
programs.  Mr.  Gallant  (Education  Dept.)  is  the  Mayor  of 
Granville,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Schilling  (History  and  Women  Stud- 
ies) are  advisors  for  the  Presbyterian  Sunday  Night  Group, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Maynard  run  the  village  co-op,  Mrs.  Valdes 
runs  the  recycling  center,  and  Mayhard  (Geology)  is  the 
President  of  the  Historical  Society.  In  addition  to  these 
contributions,  one  faculty  member  chairs  the  drive  for  the 
United  Fund  for  the  community  where  money  is  collected 
from  the  faculty  and  then  distributed  to  the  needy. 

A  combination  of  student  and  faculty  forces  makes  for  a 
strong  relationship  with  the  community  where  the  resi- 
dents, in  return  for  our  helping  out,  make  Granville  a 
pleasant  place  to 


live.

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BIG  RED 

With  sophomore  tailback  Chris  Spriggs  rushing  for  an  incredible  1,406  yards, 
Denison's  Big  Red  football  team  posted  an  8-2  record  this  fall,  DU's  best  since  1979. 

Sprigg's  1,406-yard  total  is  the  second-highest  single-season  rushing  figure  ever 
posted  by  a  Denison  running  back,  second  only  to  Clay  Sampson's  1,517-yard  season 
in  1979. 

Denison's  unique  single  wing  offense  ranked  among  the  national  leaders  all  year 
long  in  rushing  offense  (305.5  yards  per  game),  total  offense  (400.9  yards  per  game), 
and  scoring  offense  (30.1  points  per  game). 

Supporting  Spriggs  in  the  Denison  attack  were  fullback  Steve  Kaye,  who  gained 
551  yards  in  131  carries,  wingback  Rocky  Kern,  who  rambled  for  454  yards  in  61 
attempts,  mostly  reverses,  and  second-team  tailback  Jeff  Mase,  who  added  380  yards 
in  86  tries  while  relieving  Spriggs. 

The  Big  Red's  only  losses  came  at  the  hands  of  nationally-ranked  Case  Western 
Reserve  (45-13),  and  at  unheralded  Oberlin  in  a  23-21  upset.  The  Case  Western 
setback  snapped  a  nine-game  winning  streak  that  extended  the  North  Coast  Athletic 
Conference  championship  while  the  Big  Red  finished  second. 

Denison's  attack  was  especially  awesome  during  two  early  season  contests  against 
Kalamazoo  and  Allegheny.  The  Big  Red  rolled  up  more  than  500  yards  in  total  offense 
in  each  game  breezing  past  Kalamazoo  62-21  and  thumping  Allegheny  52-14. 

The  Big  Red  also  won  in  front  of  DU  Homecoming  and  Parents'  Day  crowds.  In 
what  was  probably  the  team's  best  all-around  effort  of  the  season,  the  Big  Red 
overwhelmed  a  very  strong  Kenyon  team  37-7.  In  the  Parent's  Day  match,  the  Big 
Red  handled  Trinity  University  of  San  Antonio,  Texas  19-7  as  freshman  Mark  Marston 
returned  the  opening  kickoff  95  yards  for  a  touchdown. 

Two  of  Denison's  victories  this  year  were  of  the  "come-from  behind"  variety.  An 
injury-riddled  Big  Red  squad  had  to  rally  from  deficits  of  13-0  and  20-7  to  edge 
Depauw  University  21-20.  And  in  the  season  finale,  Denison  trailed  the  University  of 
Rochester  21-14  at  halftime  before  posting  a  35-27  triumph.  Sophomore  defensive 
tackle  Dave  Elliott  had  crucial  pass  interceptions  in  both  of  those  victories.  Against 
Depauw,  his  interception  set  up  Denison's  final  touchdown.  Against  Rochester,  he 
returned  an  intercepted  pass  for  the  touchdown  that  put  Denison  ahead  for  keeps.

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Denison's  women's  soccer  team  captured 
the  1984  North  Coast  Athletic  Conference 
title  with  a  glossy  5-0  record  in  conference 
play. 

Coach  Cheryl  Marra's  team  breezed  through 
its  five-game  NCAC  schedule  without  allow- 
ing a  single  goal.  A  stubborn  Oberlin  team 
gave  the  Big  Red  a  struggle  before  Denison 
prevailed  1-0,  but  the  Big  Red  rolled  past 
Wooster  5-0,  stopped  Case  Western  Re- 
serve 4-0,  blanked  Ohio  Weslyan  5-0,  and 
defeated  Kenyon  3-0. 

Kari  Talty  was  the  Big  Red's  leading  scorer 
of  the  season,  tallying  eight  goals  as  Denison 
posted  an  overall  record  of  7-6-4.  She 
scored  two  goals  each  against  both  OSU  and 
Case  Reserve.  Sue  Bryant  was  the  No.  2 
scorer  with  seven  goals  and  an  assist,  includ- 
ing two-goal  efforts  against  both  Kenyon  and 
Mt.  St.  Joseph. 

All  but  one  of  Denison's  losses  came  at  the 
hands  of  NCAA  Division  I  teams;  the  Big 
Red  bowed  twice  to  Ohio  State  and  once 
each  to  Xavier,  Miami  of  Ohio,  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin. 

Defensively,  Kendall  Cameron  and  Laura 
Jarrell  divided  time  in  the  goal  for  the  Big 
Red.

With  senior  co-captains  Meg  Filoon  and  Kristen  Hall  forming 
a  powerful  one-two  scoring  punch,  Denison's  field  hockey 
team  posted  a  glossy  18-2-1  record  during  the  1984  season. 

Coach  Janine  Hathon's  Big  Red  shared  the  North  Coast 
Athletic  Conference  championship  with  Wooster,  and,  for  the 
third  year  in  a  row,  Denison  earned  a  berth  in  the  NCAA 
Division  III  Regional  Tournament. 

Filoon  tallied  29  goals  and  seven  assists  for  the  Big  Red, 
while  Hall  netted  18  goals  and  10  assists,  and  sophomore  Tara 
Maloney  added  16  goals  and  five  assists. 

Denison  romped  through  its  first  five  games  of  the  season 
without  allowing  a  single  goal,  and  ended  up  the  year  with  11 
victories  by  shutout.  One  of  those  shutouts  was  a  2-0  triumph 
over  Wooster  in  the  Ohio  Division  III  Tournaments.  The  Scots 
and  Big  Red  had  split  a  pair  of  games  during  regular  season 
play. 

Freshman  Beth  Cooke  was  the  leading  newcomer  on  the 
squad  with  nine  goals,  including  one  in  the  state  tournament 
game  against  Wooster.  Defensively,  Barb  Van  Horn  was  the 
team's  standout  Performer,  while  sophomore  Karen  Hall  did  a 
fine  job  as  goalkeeper  after  taking  over  the  starting  assignment 
midway  in  the  season. 

Salem  College  sidelined  the  Big  Red  4-0  in  the  first  round  of 
the  NCAA  Regional.  However,  Denison's  season  total  of  18 
victories  was  the  second-highest  in  school  history,  trailing  only 
the  21  wins  posted  by  the  1980  DU  team.

Gaspari  finished  in  third  place  individually  as  Denison 
posted  a  fourth-place  effort  in  the  seven-team  men's 
North  Coast  Athletic  Conference  championships.  That 
event  earned  the  Big  Red  runner  a  berth  in  the  NCAA

Much  controversy  has  been  raised  over  the  importance  of  a  liberal  arts  education.  Exactly  what  defines  a  liberal  arts  education,  and 
what  does  it  mean  to  a  college  student  today? 

A  liberal  arts  education  allows  a  student  to  explore  many  areas  of  available  study  on  a  campus.  The  student  is  exposed  to  many 
aspects  of  life.  This  methodology  allows  room  for  an  undecided  student  to  pinpoint  a  major.  President  DeRocco  has  often  stressed  the 
importance  of  "the  good  ship  liberal  arts,"  and  its  present  return  to  college  campuses  across  the  United  States.  Many  students  are 
presently  taking  the  liberal  arts  approach  to  college  in  order  to  become  more  informed  adults.  They  graduate  ready  to  face  the  world 
and  cope  with  their  fellow  men  and  women. 


President  DeRocco  stressed  the  importance  of  a  science  education  of  logical  thought  patterns  where  anyalytical  approachs  are  used  to 
solve  life's  problems.  Science  majors  are  very  specialized  individuals  who  "know  their  stuff"  and  will  use  it  all  of  their  lives.

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(Editor's  Note:  A  true  liberal  arts  education  should  consist  of  a  balance  between  the  humanities  and  the  sciences,  as  opposed  to  one 
dominating  over  the  other,  for  to  lead  a  purely  "analytical"  and  "logical"  life  seems  inhuman.  Denison  should  stand  for  this  balance  in 
studies  and  recognize  more  than  the  "scientific"  minds  of  the  community.  If  we  are  "the  good  ship  Liberal  Arts"  then  we  will  continue 
the  tradition  of  our  school  in  presenting  the  importance  of  creativity  as  well  as  anyalytical  thought.) 

At  any  rate,  it  is  important  for  professors  in  all  majors  to  be  informed  in  their  field  and  to  try  to  teach  their  students  all  they  can  in  their 
classes.  Is  it  important  that  such  professors  be  enthusiastic  about  their  field,  knowledgeable,  and  available  for  outside  discussions  and 
consultations.  The  professors  determine  (to  an  extent)  what  kind  of  professionals  their  students  will  be,  so  their  input  is  crucial  to 
anyone  attending  their  lectures.  Beyond  the  faculty,  though,  it  is  still  up  to  the  student  to  make  the  decision  of  what  major  to  follow 
and  what  career  to  pursue,  and  Denison,  through  its  varied  opportunities,  can  help  make  the  decision  a  little  easier.

Dcnison  University  has  undergone  a  number  of  changes  in  recent  years, 
including  a  change  of  presidents.  Dr.  Robert  Good  resigned  as  head 
executive  of  the  university  after  a  long  and  prosperous  ternn  in  office,  and 
so  an  extensive  search  for  a  new  president  began. 

Dr.  Andrewi)eRocco,  former  president  of  Bethany  Colkge,  was  chosen 
as  Good's  successor.  He  came  to  Denison  with  this  experience  under  his 
belt,  and  immediately  proceeded  to  put  it  to  work.

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LIFESIYLGS 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  features  of  the  living  experience  at  Denison  is 
the  variety  of  dormitories  and  the  different  sort  of  lifestyle  that  each  dorm 
offers.  Any  student  is  aware  that  each  dorm  has  a  different  type  of  reputa- 
tion, and  people  are  attracted  to  the  dorms  through  this  reputation.  For 
many  of  the  dormitories  on  campus,  the  style  of  life  is  unique  and  special. 
Some  of  the  dorms  that  stand  out  for  having  a  distinctive  way  of  life  are 
Smith,  West,  Shepardson,  King,  Gilpatrick,  and  the  Monomoy  Annex. 

For  an  entering  freshman,  Smith  Hall  is  a  dormitory  that  offers  a  comfort- 
able and  warm  living  atmosphere  that  is  generated  by  a  staff  concerned 
about  the  specific  needs  of  freshmen.  Because  all  of  the  residents  are 
freshmen,  it  can  be  said  that  there  is  a  "family"  feeling  in  the  residence  hall. 

This  year,  another  dormitory  was  created  that  operates  in  the  same  fashion 
as  Smith.  West  Hall  is  the  second  all-freshman  dorm  at  Denison,  and  it  is  also 
marked  by  the  unique  distinction  of  being  the  first  residence  hall  on  fraterni- 
ty row.  Because  of  a  large  freshman  class,  the  administration  decided  to 
create  a  new  dorm  in  the  old  Delta  Upsilon  house.  Though  there  were 
worries  that  West  would  not  be  accepted  into  the  realm  of  life  on  the  row, 
residents  of  the  dorm  have  found  a  very  unified,  close  atmosphere. 

As  a  student  considers  which  dorm  is  the  best  to  live  in,  one  dorm  stands  out 
as  very  desirable  very  often.  This  is  Shepardson,  which  Lisa  Birnbach 
proclaimed  "the  best  dorm  on  campus."  On  the  East  Quad  Shepardson 
stands  out  because  of  its  modern  look  —  causing  many  to  call  it  the 
"Holiday  Inn",  of  Denison  dorms.  In  order  to  live  in  Shepardson,  a  student 
must  present  a  project  which  betters  the  life  of  those  in  the  dorm  or  on  the 
campus  as  a  whole.  Because  there  is  competition  to  live  there,  Shepardson 
often  attracts  an  industrious  living  community. 

A  dormitory  which  offers  a  way  of  life  that  is  quite  different  is  King  Hall. 
Because  of  the  unique  architectural  style,  there  is  a  lot  of  ineraction  between 
the  residents.  This  year  the  dorm  attracted  many  members  of  the  Delta 
Upsilon  fraternity,  as  well  as  a  mixture  of  uphillers  and  downhillers.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  though  King  is  downhill,  it  houses  a  great  variety  of 
students. 

Two  other  dorms  on  Denison's  campus  are  outstanding  for  their  different 
lifestyles.  Gilpatrick  and  the  Monomoy  Annex  are  both  very  small,  and  this 
causes  for  a  more  relaxed  place  to  live.  Gilpatrick  housed  sixteen  women 
this  year,  and  Monomoy  had  eight  women  residents.  Next  year  Gilpatrick 
will  be  a  project  dorm  where  projects  will  be  involved  with  learning  about 
Black  history  and  culture.

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HOMESTEAD 

In  the  summer  it  gets  so  hot  sometimes  that  you  have  to  bring  water  down  from  the  well 
two  or  three  times  a  day  so  the  radishes  and  tomatoes  and  carrots  in  the  greenhouse 
don't  dry  up  and  suffocate.  And  in  the  winter  it  gets  so  cold  sometimes  that  eggs  freeze 
clear  through  solid,  and  you  have  to  drag  wood  to  the  cabins  on  a  sled  because  of  the 
snow.  Regardless,  Denison's  Homestead  is  eight  years  old  now,  and  the  original  'Steaders 
still  come  back  to  drink  goat's  milk  in  their  coffee  and  to  see  how  the  solar  heating  and 
lighting  systems  are  doing  and  to  cook  on  the  woodstoves  again.  We're  still  somewhat  of 
an  experiment  as  we  were  in  1977  when  students  took  the  challenge  put  forth  by  Dr. 
Alrutz  and  began  the  Homestead  as  an  alternative  energy  living  experience.  But  we're  an 
established  (not  to  be  confused  with  the  ESTABLISHMENT)  experiment  that  seems  to  be 
forever  working.  It's  possible  —  feasible  —  reasonable  —  rational  to  live  without  being 
so  very  exploitative  of  the  environment.

Teaching  in  the  service  of  the  liberal  arts  is  maieutic  or 
obstetric,  not  an  imposing  importing  and  imparting,  more 
the  sponsoring  of  transformation  than  transferring  of  infor- 
mation.

Teaching  has 
failed  if  the  student  graduates  from  the  academic  world 
well-equipped  for  action  in  the  larger  world  but  utilizes  her 
or  his  readiness  largely  for  the  advantage  of  the  self  rather 
than  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole.  Teaching  is  not  for  the 
superior  arming  of  predators  but  for  the  deeper  humanizing 
of  our  species  (o  metamorphosis!  o  mutation!).  Anything 
else  is  degrading  (earning  a  grade  of  D)?

BLACK  HISTORY  MONTH 


In  February  of  1985,  the  Black  Student  Union  and 
the  Center  for  Black  Studies  sponsored  Black  His- 
tory Month.  This  is  a  month  where  the  black  cul- 
ture is  expressed  and  shared  by  performing  artists, 
political  leaders,  writers,  faculty  and  trustees  of 
Denison.

Noel 
Hall  presented  all  of  his  choreography  and  two 
pieces  by  Rod  Rodgers  in  his  dance  concert  "So- 
journ." Clifford  A.  Tyree,  former  Commissioner 
of  Youth  and  Human  Services  in  Columbus,  spoke 
on  a  new  organization  initiated  to  strengthen  the 
Black  family,  and  a  formal  dinner  was  given  where 
Elaine  Blue's  poems  were  read.  Finally  Nikki  Gio- 
vanni, award  winning  poet,  writer,  journalist,  re- 
cording artist  and  lecturer,  shared  her  thoughts 
with  the  Denison  community.  Ruth  Fraling  was 
chairperson  for  Black  History  Month  and  succeed- 
ed in  exploring  the  dimensions  of  the  family 
through  very  different  means  of  communications.

Thomas  earned  second  team  All- 
American  honors  here  as  the  Big  Red 
golf  team  fmished  in  19th  place  at  the 
NCAA  Division  III  national  champion- 
ships. 

Thomas,  a  senior,  carded  18-hole 
scores  of  77  ,  75  ,  73  and  76  for  a  72-hole 
total  of  301  over  the  par-72  layout  at  the 
Monroe  Golf  Club,  finishing  four 
strokes  back  of  medalists  Brian 
Goldsworthy  of  Central  (Iowa)  College 
and  Pat  Weishan  of  Califorma-San 
Diego. 

For  the  eighth  time  in  the  past  10 
years,  Califorma-Stamslaus  captured 
the  national  Division  111  title,  but  the 
final  standings  were  close:  the  top  six 
teams  were  bunched  within  10  strokes, 
and  the  top  nine  were  clustered  withm 
just  42  stroKes  of  9ne  another. 


California-Stanislaus'  total  of  1211 
was  two  shots  better  than  runner-up 
California-San  Diego,  while  Milltkin 
was  third  at  1214  and  Methodist  College 
fourth  at  1216. 

Among  North  Coast  Athletic  Confer- 
ence and  other  Ohio  colleges,  Wooster 
placed  ninth  (1223),  Allegheny  was  tied 
for  10th  with  two  other  schools  at  1232, 
Wittenberg  placed  16th  (1252),  and 
Denison  finished  19th  ( 1263 ) 

Freshman  Mark  Farrell  had  rounds 
of  81,  80,  78  and  78  for  a  317  total  for  the 
Big  Red,  while  senior  Bob  Cart  put 
together  rounds  of  81,  79,  79  and  82  (or  a 
321.  Freshman  Bob  Jones  fired  rounds 
of  82  ,  85  ,  78  and  80  (325),  while  senior 
Chris  McClear  shot  84  ,  84  ,  81,  84  (  333). 
Thomas'  301  total  put  him  in  eighth 
place  among  leading  individuals  in  this 
gear's  event.

THINKING  BEYOND 


#1.  So  you're  from  Brazil,  huh?        That's  in  Africa,  right? 

#2.  You  don't  look  Brazilian       Your're  so,  so    .  .  so  much  like  any  of  us  .  . 

and  so  light  skinned. 

#3.  Do  you  have  refrigerators  in  Brazil? 

Yes,  we  have  refrigerators  and  even  freezers.  In  fact,  we  also  have  newspapers, 
cars,  and  department  stores.  Some  of  the  things  we  have  might  even  be 
unknown  to  you,  like  the  world's  largest  gold  ore,  passion  fruit,  cars  which  run 
on  alchohol,  and  great-tasting  coffee. 

Brazil  is  only  one  of  the  many  countries  represented  at  Denison,  but  all  interna- 
tional students  on  our  campus  confront  similar  issues  whether  we  come  from 
Malaysia,  Cyprus,  South  Africa,  or  any  other  country.  Whatever  the  reasons  one 
has  for  enrolling  in  a  college  in  the  U.S.A.,  it  usually  involves  more  than 
education  per  se. 

Denison's  international  students  come  in  all  shapes,  sizes  and  colors.  There  are 
not  many  of  us,  but  our  small  group  is  extremely  varied.  Being  such  a  heterogen- 
ious  mix,  it's  difficult  to  transform  DISA  (Denison  International  Student  Associ- 
ation) into  a  tight-knit  group  of  students.  It  might  even  be  that  our  only  trait  in 
common  within  the  group  is  this  factor  of  uniqueness.  Our  blatant  diversity 
attests  to  the  very  reasons  why  we're  here. 

The  U.S.A.  has  achieved  the  height  of  its  power  and  concetrates  on  its  un- 
matched political,  military,  and  economic  strength.  One  of  the  many  reasons 
behind  its  power  is  its  isolated  geographical  position  which  distances  the  nation 
from  pressing  external  influence.  With  only  two  neighbors  and  access  to  two 
different  oceans,  the  U.S.A.  may  count  its  isolation  as  one  of  its  strongest  tools. 
Coming  from  countries  in  Asia,  Europe,  Africa,  and  Latin  America,  I  and  other 
international  students  are  extremely  aware  of  how  distant  the  U.S.A.  is  from 
most  other  countries,  our  contries. 

Other  nations  grapple  daily  with  the  proximity  of  neighboring  countries  where 
people  might  hold  different  beliefs  and  speak  different  languages.  Actual  inter- 
cultual  contact  teaches  far  more  than  theories  through  short  visits  to  a  country, 
for  it  is  only  through  experiencing  a  foreign  culture  that  one  learns  to  understand 
it  and  respect  it.  Study  in  the  U.S.A.  provides  international  students  with  an 
opportunity  to  understand  the  mechanics  of  the  world's  most  powerful  nation. 
However,  this  nation  shuns  actual  intercultural  relationships  by  reinforcing  its 
isolation,  which  in  turn  produces  ignorance,  antagonism  and  fear  among  its 
people.  The  U.S.A.  has  made  its  most  valuable  tool  —  its  isolation  —  into  an 
unrelenting  enemy.  The  country  percieves  itself  as  a  solitary  fighter  in  defense  of 
a  morality,  which  is  only  its  own,  that  struggles  to  shape  the  world  unto  its 
image.  This  antognistic,  competivie  stance  further  isolates  the  U.S.A.,  limiting  its 
people  and  its  culture. 

No  nation  can  remain  strong  through  power  and  might  alone.  In  fact,  the 
empires  which  tries  to  rule  by  using  force  and  arrogance  eroded  under  the 
pressures  from  a  herterogenous  world  system. 

DISA's  unity,  on  the  other  hand,  stems  from  its  diversity.  Allowing  for  our 
individuality  to  coexist  among  that  of  others  strengthens  rather  than  weakens 
our  group.  Consensus  is  not  necessary  for  growth.  In  fact,  consensus  is  not 
necessary  for  growth  because  it  is  by  nature  linked  to  authoritarianism  and  to 
injustice.  DISA's  presence  at  Denison  serves  as  a  reminder  that  sharing  diverse 
form,  of  strength  holds  the  challenge  and  the  potential  which  uniformity  and 
repression  lack.
